Several have asked me why TF cut out 
so Sad a picture and pinned it on my den wall 
opposite the typewriter where LE could always see 
it, Well, IT want to see it every day, to remind 
me that while To am prosperng and happy, en- 


joying good health and many other blessings, and 


Santa Claus came to my home and the homes 
‘of all my loved ones, there are millions in this 
world who are poor and needy, to whom. life. is 
us 


hard and barren whe have not even ‘nough nourish- 


ing food t keep them well, and Who struggle year 
after year against poverty and adwerse circuine 
stances. Right now from. five to ten milkons of 
human beings, men, women and little children, are 
dying in Russia of starvation and disease emised 
by under nourishment and exposure to ce ld and 
storms. And all over the world, ineluding our 
own land of: plenty, millions more are suffering, 
None of us should forcet this cad fact, and all 


tf us should have some reminder of it. We should 
not shut ourselves up in comfort and out of sight 
and knowledge of the hardships and sufferings 
of our fellow beings, but, on the contrary, should 
all do whatever we can to help alleviate the pinch 
of poverty and misfortune wherever we Cine Te. 
Whenever I am _ inclined to be grouchy over my 
own conditions, I look at that picture and contrast 
my own happy and lucky surroundings with those 
less fortunate, and it makes me the more ontented 
with my own lot and more sorry for those in 
Aistress; I am going to strive for ‘riches from 
now on, for no other reason than to use it in the 
alleviation of distress, Jesus said to the rich young 
Iman; "Give all that thou hast to the poor and 
feHeg me.” I am too ornery and mean to make 
auch of a job following Him, but I can give to 
the, poor, to the extent of my weak ability And 
. 80 ehould twe all do, for unless we try to follow 
‘tim as best we can, we are gcing to be migaty 
sorry about it when iin a few days more we lie 
‘down to take the long sleep, 
'¥-do mén scramble and grab to accumulate 
hundreds of millions, and hoard it and gloat 
over it and desire and reach for more? That is 
something I cannot understand. Old Rockfeller is 
a fair sample of this sort of erhze for wealth. He 
does a lot of good wit ga trifling portion of his 
‘thoard, giving ee, A worthy objects, but it 
is only a drop in the bucket to what he possesses 
He is reputed te be worth a billion dollars. That 
is ten hundred millions! Such a sum is almost 
beyond the understanding of ordinary people. Ten 
hundred millions! Great Gods! What a lot of 
good that could do in this world, if he 
only would! ‘Ten hundred millions would save the 
lives of the five to ten millions of humans who 
are starving and dying in Russia and whose frozen 
gonpses are being daily thrown into long trenches 
amd covered with snow and frozen earth! It 
would relieve every case of destitution in the 
whole ‘world! And in three or four years from 
now that old bundle of ¢kin and bones will be 
dead,,and in heaven. or hell, or some half-way 
station, and his shriveled body will laid) away 
in satin and rosewood in a tomb costing a million 
or so, and his equally shriveled soul he floating 
around eternity looking for a place’ to -rest and 
sleep.. You can do as you want about this thing, 
friends, but some day you are going to be held 
to account for it. I would rather give all that 
_Thave; or the biggest part of it 45 the poor, and 
follow Him (Jesus, not Rockfeller), and have my 
fellow men and neighbor respect and love me. 
than to clutch to my withered breast ten hundred 
millions and go up to face Almighty God with the 
groans ‘of starving people ringing in my ears and 
the curses and hatred of mankind following me 
through space.
